NEWS OR NOT 


Red Barn of Texas 


Recent visitors to The Blood-Horse were 
Mr. and Mrs. Myron A. Williams, owners 
of Red Barn Farms, Houston, one of 
Texas’ newest Thoroughbred farms. Al- 
though the Williamses have owned Thor- 
oughbreds for less than 2 years, they 
already have a sizeable operation—the 
stallions Air Rate and Stranded, 13 brood- 
mares, and a racing stable, presently at 
Hazel Park. 

Air Rate, sire of the good 3-year-old 
filly Careless Curl, and a number of the 
broodmares were purchased early this 
year from Fred Wyse, also of Houston. 
Williams, who is executor of the Esperson 
Estate and who also has interests in real 
estate and oil, has a farm of about 280 
acres, all in the city of Houston. “The 
city limits there are fantastic.” he said. 
“Actually, we are 17 miles from the center 
of town.” 

Williams. who plans to breed primarily 
for the market, praised the central Ken- 
tucky countryside, but he also had some 
kind words for Texas. “Houston is a won- 
derful place to raise horses,” he said. 
“Warm the year around, and we have 
beautiful grass. Every building on our 
farm has been designed for both utility 
and appearance, and our fences are there 
to stay. They were laid out with an en- 
gineer’s transit, and the posts are set in 
concrete.” 


Panamanian Success Story 


It was the summer of 1953 when Dr. 
William E. Eggert, of Culpeper, Va., went 
to the Haras San Miguel, at Cerro Punta, 
Chiriqui, in Panama, for consultation with 
the owners of the stud, the brothers Carlos 
and Fernando Eleta Almaran. The Eletas 
had asked friends in Kentucky to suggest 
a horseman who would be willing to make 
an extensive visit to San Miguel and tell 
them, in full, what measures they should 
take to improve the quality of the horses 
raised under the tropical conditions pre- 
vailing there. 

Dr. Eggert went, and he told them, in 
full. (The horse they named for him was 
called Loquacious Bill.) He discussed 
everything from the earnings index to 
snakes in the tall grass, from the sons of 
Hyperion to the price of rum, but the main 
theme of his remarks was parasites. Con- 
trol these, he said, and look for good 
results in 5 years—and expect to defeat 
imported horses in 6 years. 

About the time the Saratoga sales of 
1959 were getting under way, Dr. Eggert 
forwarded to us (since we had suggested 
him for the assignment) an envelope thick 
with clippings from the newspapers and 
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racing programs in the City of Panama. 
The Eleta stable had retired to the stud 
the filly Janina, undefeated in 21 races. 
It still had in training its best older horse, 
Romancero, which had broken track rec- 
ords and had raced successfully against 
imported runners. 

Its 2-year-old Kazan had just won the 
Clasico Premio Nacional for his sixth vic- 
tory in as many starts. There was no bet- 
ting on this race. Kazan (Keyhaven— 
Lituana, by Encantador) had been indi- 
cated before the race as un absoluto 
ganador, and only 2 native-breds came out 
against him, one of them a stablemate. and 
both, like Kazan, by the San Miguel stal- 
lion Keyhaven. 


Keyhaven and San Miguel were repre- 
sented by 3 other winners besides Kazan 
on the August 1 program at the Hipo- 
dromo Presidente Remon, one of these, 
Nirvana, defeating a field of imported 
horses. Kazan was possibly el mejor nativo 
de todos los tiempos. Carlos and Fernando 
Eleta’s “investment in the racing game 
has been the most successful since horse- 
racing was organized on the isthmus on a 
firm footing.” 

“Just thought you would get a kick out 
of the results,” said the man whose 5-year 
plan was paying off. “Last year they 
raced a stable of nothing but 2-year-olds 
of their own breeding, broke every track 
record in the country.” 


Add One 


In the account of Dunce’s victory in the 
American Derby in last week’s issue of 
The Blood-Horse it was said that Tom 
Fool had 3 stakes winners this year. Rob- 
ert Green, manager of Greentree Farm, 
where the syndicated son of Menow 
stands, promptly reminded us that Tom 
Fool has 4—Dunce, Tompion, Weather- 
wise, and Tom Thumb.

ILLINOIS 


Prediction Come True 


Cuicaco. Victor J. Sovinski, a large, 
heavily muscled man who could easily 
pass as a retired tackle for the Murphys- 
boro Colts, was in the winner’s circle at 
Arlington Park last week. as he had con- 
fidently predicted he would be 10 days 
earlier. Venetian Way, a 2-year-old colt 
belonging to Isaac Blumberg’s Sunny Blue 
Farm, got him there by winning the 614- 
furlong Washington Park Futurity. 

Because of a 4-length decision in the 
Prairie State Stakes on August 24, in 
which he had defeated every potentially 
tough Washington Park Futurity candi- 
date, with exception of Edgehill Farm’s 
Bally Ache, Venetian Way was a 12-5 
favorite. A close second choice was Bally 
Ache, ridden by Eddie Arcaro for the 
first time. Many betters figured that the 
extra half-furlong of the Futurity would 
favor the stretch-running Venetian Way. 


Fred W. Hooper’s Winonly, first out of 
the gate, opened up 3 lengths in a half- 
mile, then collapsed, finishing eighth. 
Prince Charger made a big move on the 
stretch turn and briefly looked dangerous. 
Leaving the five-sixteenths-pole, Manuel 
N. (Mike) Gonzalez, a lad from Santiago. 
Cuba, took back with the fourth-place 
Venetian Way “because the pace was too 
much.” Nearing the furlong-pole, Bally 
Ache zoomed to a 11'4-length lead, and 
Venetian Way broke stride as Gonzalez 
snatched him up to take him to the out- 
side. After that the race was between 
Bally Ache and Venetian Way. At the 
sixteenth-pole Venetian Way was gaining 
slowly but steadily and he scored by half 
a length. It was Baily Ache’s third con- 
secutive narrow defeat. He had lost the 
Arlington Futurity by a neck to T. V. 
Lark, the Sapling by a head to Sky Clip- 
per. 

Venetian Way. a striking chestnut with 
a blaze face and a white stocking on his 
left hind leg, is a racy-looking individual, 
with an alert, intelligent face. He reminds 
one of Sword Dancer. although he is a 
little bigger. 

“I call him Sword Dancer the second,” 
said Sovinski, watching Venetian Way 
cool out. “He’s the most determined colt 
I've ever seen run in my life; they might 
beat him but he gives everything he has 
all the time.” 

Sovinski had been attracted by the son 
of Royal Coinage—Firefly at the Keene- 
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land summer sales last year. Again and 
again, he had returned to the barn where 
the yearling was stabled. 

Finally, Blumberg said to him: “You 
like it?” 

“Yes.” said Sovinski. “I don’t care 
how many horses you buy (Blumberg 
got 6 yearlings), but buy me this one.” 

Consigned by his breeder, John W. 
Greathouse, the yearling was knocked 
down to Blumberg for $10,500. He was 
named Venetian Way for a street in Miami 
Beach where Blumberg, a retired Chicago 
business man, spends his winters. Lincoln 
Road also was named for a Miami Beach 
thoroughfare. 

“We'll move the stable to Hawthorne,” 
Sovinski said, “but the races we’re eyeing 
for Venetian Way are the World’s Play- 
ground at Atlantic City (September 12) 
and the Garden State (October 31).” 

“That’s the one I want, the Garden 
State.” put in Blumberg, a man as small 
as Sovinski is large. 

“This is a colt that’s interested in every- 
thing,” said Sovinski, a native of nearby 
Kankakee, ““He’s always stopping and 
watching things. If a car goes by he stops. 
I leave here for the track about 7:30 or 
7:45 and I don’t get back ‘til a quarter 
to nine. Bryant Ott teases me. He said, 
‘If I had one like him, I’'d wait on him, 
too.’ 

“T think he’ll run on any kind of a track. 
. . . Well, he’s had a little stifle trouble 
and he shin-bucked 3 times on me. He 
shin-bucked the Monday before the Ar- 
lington Futurity. He’s not a big horse, but 
he’s all there, perfectly proportioned and 
well stacked, you might say. He has no 
bad habits and he’s a good work horse. . . . 
He worked in :58 one day, and if I 
hadn’t flagged down Mike (Gonzalez) he 
would have gone in :57. He blew out in 
:34 for this race, and Mike was going 
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easy the last eighth. He’s a colt you can 
rate, and he’ll come from behind nice. If 
he doesn’t get in trouble, he’s got enough 
speed to stay pretty good with the pace. 
I know he’s put on 40-50 pounds the last 
month, because his girth is 2 inches big- 
ger. He’s up to 11 quarts of oats now 
from 9 or 914, and he hasn’t missed an 
oat yet.”

Tanforan Sold 


A syndicate headed by Roger L. 
Stevens, New York real estate man and 
theatrical producer, has purchased Tan- 
foran race track from Eugene Mori and 
his associates for $5,000,000. The change 
in ownership will be effective November 
2, although Tanforan’s next meeting will 
not be until November, 1960. 

Associated with Stevens in the purchase 
were Nicholas P. Tweel, of Huntington, 
W. Va.. president of the Continental 
Tobacco Company; Henry Lewis III, of 
Westbury, L. I., president of Jupiter Oils; 
Alfred R. Glancy, of Grosse Point, Mich.; 
and Fred Brisson, of Hollywood, movie 
producer. 

Stevens announced that Edward Friend- 
ly would become Tanforan general mana- 
ger, replacing Fred H. Ryan, who re- 
signed recently to become general mana- 
ger of Santa Anita Park. Friendly, who 
in recent years has been an executive 
with the James Hurst Realty Company 
in San Francisco, bred, owned, and train- 
ed horses on the West Coast for several 
years. He was one of the original direc- 
tors of the West Coast division of the 
Horsemen’s. Benevolent and _ Protective 
Association, and served as chairman of 
the HBPA purse committee for several 
seasons. 


NEW JERSEY 
Corn-Fed 


AtLantic City. Conestoga, a corn-fed 
Floridian won the Seashore Stakes, and 
therein lies our story. 

Impressed with the colt’s demeanor in 
the sales ring and with his action on the 
track, trainer Morris H. Dixon Sr. 
bought the son of Rough’n Tumble— 
Ruddy Belle for $14,100 from the con- 
signment of Ocala Stud Farm to a 
Florida breeders’ sale. in the Hialeah 
paddock in January. The colt, taken in 
behalf of C. Mahlon Kline, of Ambler, 
Pa.. became the second of  Dixon’s 
Rough’n Tumble purchases to become 
a stakes winner. 

At the first of the annual Florida 
sales in 1957, Dixon acquired Ragtime 
Cowboy. which last year won the L. E. | 
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Sunny Blue Farm’s Venetian Way, a colt by Royal Coinage, got up in the final 


furlong of the Washington Park Futurity to beat Bally Ache by a half-length. 


Stoddard Jr. Steeplechase at Belmont 
Park. Ragtime Cowboy broke a leg and 
was destroyed during the recent Mon- 
mouth Park meet. 


Dixon, who journeys to Great Britain 
and the continent in pursuit of racing 
stock for his portfolio of patrons, speaks 
well of Rough’n Tumble’s get. “They’re 
good, hard-hitting horses who try.” the 
Pennsylvanian said. “I twice saw Cone- 
stoga galloping, thought he moved well. 
and liked his looks in the ring.” 


While the O’Farrell Brothers and Bruce 
Campbell installed Rough’n Tumble at 
Ocala Stud (once the Dickey Stables). 
it was a trading maneuver by Ray Met- 
calf, currently in charge of the Elkcam 
Stable. which sent Conestoga’s dam. 
Ruddy Belle, into the Ocala broodmare 
band. Aware that Ruddy Belle had bow- 
ed, but convinced she merited a chance 
to serve in the stud, Metcalf traded Pat 
Provancino the 2-year-old W. Winchell 
and $3,700 for the mare. 

Said assistant trainer Burnett Wilson 
of the colt: “He has good manners, is 
quiet and relaxed, but he won't work 
unless he has company. He'll go off into 
a gallop if worked alone.” 

According to Wilson, Conestoga’s diet 
includes an ear of corn, which is fed 
each evening. 

As if to indicate that he was on his 
toes for the Seashore, Conestoga cow- 
kicked at his groom in the paddock and 
succeeded in freeing a rub rag from 
his groom’s back pocket. After the colt’s 
long-odds score, the groom wasn’t kicking. 


The Rices 
The Ada L. Rice stable received set- 


backs on 2 racing fronts Saturday. 
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September 5, but nevertheless the Chicago- 
owned stable, under the direction of 58- 
year-old Clyde Troutt, had earned about 
$459.000 through August and there still 
was time to surpass its 1957 record of 
$621.682. 

Things were going so nicely before 
last week-end. The 5-year-old Air Pilot 
hed captured the Buckeye Handicap at 
Randall Park on Saturday, August 22, and 
the 4-year-old Talent Show had scored in 
the Boardwalk Handicap at Atlantic City 
on August 29, Troutt then decided on Air 
Pilot for the Nassau County Handicap 
at Belmont Park and on the 3-year-old 
Rare Rice for the Atlantic City Handi- 
cap. Both were “brushed off.” 


According to the chart footnotes, Air 
Pilot, which ran third, had brushed with 
the winning Endine, and Rare Rice, which 
trailed, was in a precarious position along 
the backstretch and nearly went down 
with jockey Howard Grant leaving the 
seven-sixteenths-pole. Trackman Palmer 
Heagerty observed that Rare Rice also 
may have brushed the hedge in the turf 
event, won by Noble Sel. 

Troutt, a slight, bespectacled figure who 
began his Turf career in 1926 at Mobile. 
Ala.. had commented earlier in the day 
that “luck, hard-running horses. and the 
improvement of contract jockey Jack 
Leonard” were contributing to the stable’s 
current success. 

Prior to his effort in the Olympic Handi- 
cap on Labor Day. Talent Show was 
the stable pacemaker with winnings of 
$155.569. largely through successes in the 
Laurel Maturity. Valley Forge, and Board- 
walk Handicaps. and Troutt rated him 
“just a little off a top horse.” 


“Talent Show is the best horse I ever 


trained.” said the Benton, IIl., horseman. 
Among his other good ones were Mrs. 
John Hertz’ Count Arthur, Mrs. Troutt’s 
Take Wing, and Eugene Constantin Jr.'s 
Royal Bay Gem. 

Air Pilot. by Olympia—Sickle Flight. is 
the stable’s best “distance” horse and sec- 
ond-best money winner this year with 
$115.962 to last week-end. He had scored 
in the 114-mile Massachusetts Handicap 
at Suffolk Downs and the 9-furlong 
Buckeye. 

Two 3-year-olds, Cedar Brook and Rare 
Rice. with earnings of some $80,000 and 
$48.000. complete the quartet of runners 
on which the Rice Stable has banked. 
Cedar Brook, a son of One Count and 
Please Do, has accounted for the Suffolk 
Downs Anniversary Stakes. Select Handi- 
cap. and Shevlin Stakes, and Troutt be- 
lieves only Brookfield Farms’ Intentionally, 
among this season’s 3-year-olds, can out- 
sprint him. 

Among his relatively untried group of 
a dozen 2-year-olds in training, Big Biz. 
a colt by *Royal Gem I]—Tenacity, is the 
top contributor to the stable’s earnings 
with approximately $15,000, most of which 
came from a third in the Sapling Stakes, 
won by William G. Helis Jr.’s Sky Clipper. 
Troutt believes the home-bred filly Miss 
Got Rocks, by Hasty Road—Hasty Re- 
quest, a winner in each of her 2 appear- 
ances, “can run a little bit.” 

He was especially pleased with jockey 
Jack Leonard—‘“a good little rider with a 
bright future. And have you noticed how 
well he has been finishing?”

KENTUCKY 
The Slow Start 


Latonia completed the tenth day of its 
37-day meeting on Labor Day, September 
7. and the turnout on the holiday was the 
best of the meeting to date, 11,415 per- 
sons betting $427,647. After 10 days, at- 
tendance totaled 57,530, average 5.753. and 
betting had reached $2,135,039, average 
$213,504. Track president Matt Winn Wil- 
liamson expected business to improve. 

Among the reasons given for the slow 
start was a prolonged heat wave. For the 
first time in many years the high temper- 
ature was above 90 degrees each of the 
first 10 days of September. Horsemen also 
were looking forward to cooler weather. 
One trainer reported that a thermometer 
registered 102 in a stall in one of the 
windowless concrete barns. 

One of Latonia’s most pressing prob- 
lems, a severe shortage of horses, appeared 
to have been solved this week. With the 
closing of Arlington Park, Randall Park 
and Ellis Park, horses were arriving at the 
track in large numbers, and racing secre- 
tary F. G. (Pat) Farrell expected the 
640 stalls to be filled by September 12. 
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With more horses running, Latonia’s 
mutuel handle was expected to rise, but 
there was only a doubtful prospect of an 
increase large enough to make the 37- 
day meeting profitable. The first 10 days 
included the opening, Labor Day, and 2 
Saturdays — 4 of the track’s 8 “big days.” 
The handle on the first 6 week-days never 
topped $134,089 and twice it slipped below 
$120,000. 

Track officials had said a daily average 
mutuel turnover of $300,000 would be 
needed to break even. After one week. 
Williamson said, “Economies have been 
made,” and the figure was dropped to 
$250.000. The economy measures will not 
affect purses, Williamson said, the mini- 
mum purse remaining $2,000.

Mrs. Edward S. Lipari’s Tom Thumb, 
winner of the American Legion Handicap 
at Saratoga, broke a sesamoid bone during 
the running of the Nassau County Hand- 
icap at Belmont Park September 5 and 
was destroyed 2 days later.

The Criterium Partenopeo, principal 2- 
year-old race at the Agnano course in Na- 
ples, resulted last month in a victory for 
Razza del Soldo’s Tan Hill, a bay filly 
by Calumet Farm’s 1952 Kentucky Derby 
winner Hill Gail (Bull Lea—Jane Gail. 
by *Blenheim II) out of Fragrant Nymph, 
hy Ocean Swell out of Perfume II, by 
Radruddin out of Lavendula, by Pharos. 
Tan Hill won by a neck from Sol Speranza 
(by Solonaway), another filly, with a 
colt, Conte Valperga. in third place. 

Tan Hill was foaled in France, though 
bred by England’s Mereworth Stud, and 
was sold to her Italian owners for 1,350 
guineas at Newmarket on October 1, 1958.

TCA Selects E. P. Taylor 


In recognition of a distinguished and 
constructive career in racing, the Thor- 
oughbred Club of America has named Ed- 
ward Plunket Taylor as guest of honor at 
its 28th annual testimonial dinner. to be 
given on the evening of Saturday. October 
10, at the Phoenix Hotel in Lexington. 
Anouncement of the selection by the board 
of directors was made this week by Duval 
A. Headley. president of the club. 


The 58-year-old Canadian financier and 
sportsman will be the Thoroughbred 
Club’s first honored guest from a country 
other than the United States. Through the 
Argus Corporation and other associations. 
he is probably the most influential busi- 
ness man in the Dominion, where he and 
his associates control huge operations in 
breweries, farm machinery, real estate. 
chemicals, supermarkets and_ groceries. 
lumber and pulp. The constructive enter- 
prise which marked his business career 
has been applied most successfully in re- 
cent years to the reorganization and re- 
habilitation of racing in the Province of 
Ontario. 


Eddie Taylor, as he is known to friends, 
began racing and breeding Thoroughbreds 
on a small scale in the late 1930’s under 
the name of Cosgrave Stable. When the 
second World War began in September. 
1939, he entered the service of his govern- 
ment as a dollar-a-year man, and he served 
as president and vice chairman of the 
British Supply Council in North America 
and on other important wartime boards. 
In recognition of his outstanding service 
he was made, in 1946, a Companion of the 
Most Distinguished Order of St. Michael 
and St. George. 

After the war Taylor began expanding 
his Thoroughbred interests and built, at 
his Windfields Farm in the suburbs of 
Toronto, one of the best and most extensive 
Thoroughbred studs in North America. 
In 1950 he bought R. S. McLaughlin’s 
1,075-acre farm at Oshawa, with the inten- 
tion of syndicating it as the National Stud. 
but other breeders failed to join him in 
this venture, and he remains the sole 
proprietor of the establishment, now ex- 
panded in acreage and operated largely 
on a commercial basis. 

Windfields Farm, named for the first 
champion he bred, is headquarters for Tay- 
lor’s stud, which now includes 12 stallions 
and about 90 broodmares. The racing sta- 
ble normally includes between 50 and 60 
horses, about half of them 2-year-olds, with 
half a dozen or so trained in the U. S. 
by Horacio Luro. Taylor has been the 
leading breeder in Canada for 6 of the 
last 7 years. For 6 successive years begin- 
ning in 1951 he was president of the 
Canadian Thoroughbred Horse Society. 


Including Windfields, bred in 1943 by 
the Cosgrave Stable, Taylor has bred 47 
stakes winners, among them 8 winners of 
the Queen’s Plate. Five winners of the 
Canadian classic have carried his colors 
or those of Mrs. Taylor: Epic in 1949, 
Major Factor in 1951, Canadiana in 1953, 
Lyford Cay in 1957, and New Providence 
in 1959. Besides these, he bred the Plate 
winners McGill, Epigram, and Canadian 
Champ. The only Canadian-bred horses 
to earn more than $100,000 were Ca- 
nadiana, Canadian Champ, and Nearctic, 
all bred by Taylor. 


Taylor established in 1954 a _ unique 
method of selling a part of his Canadian- 
bred yearlings, putting a price on each 
youngster and withdrawing the remainder 
after a given number, announced in ad- 
vance, had been sold. In 5 years he has 
sold 72 head for $618,000, including the 
properly named Canadian Champ and last 
year’s leading Canadian 2-year-old Bull 
Vic. A Never Say Die colt was sold last 
year at a record Canadian price of $45,000. 


Most impressive of E. P. Taylor’s ac- 
complishments in racing was his reorgani- 
zation of the sport in Ontario. The racing 
dates in that province formerly were di- 
vided among 14 organizations and tracks, 
and the limit of 14 days of racing per 
year precluded prosperity for any of them. 
Between 1953 and 1955 The Jockey Club, 
Ltd., under Taylor’s guidance, acquired 
all of the 14 charters, and for the last 3 
years Ontario racing has been under con- 
trol of one organization. The number of 
tracks has been reduced to 3, including the 
New Woodbine, and the popularity of the 
sport, as measured by business, has more 


than doubled. 


The testimonial dinner, in the spacious 
convention hall of the Phoenix Hotel on 
the evening of the first day of Keeneland 
race meeting, will be open to ladies as 
well as men. In recent years the annual 
dinners have been stag, partly because of 
limitation in available seating space. Dress 
will be optional.

Jester, winner of the Belmont Futurity 
in 1957 and ranked third to Jewel’s 
Reward and Nadir in the Experimental 
Free Handicap, has been retired from 
racing and will enter the stud next year 
at E. K. Thomas’ Timberlawn Farm, 
Paris, Ky. The 4-year-old son of Tom 
Fool will stand as the property of Thomas 
and George D. Widener, and his fee will 
be $500 for a live foal. 


Bred and raced by Widener. Jester 
won 5 of 18 starts at 2 and 3 and earned 
$128,005. He never started this year. 
At 2, he won the National Stallion Stakes 
in addition to the Futurity and finished 
second in the Great American Stakes and 
Saratoga Special and third in the Cow- 
din Stakes. He received 124 pounds in 
the Experimental Free Handicap. 2 
pounds below Jewel’s Reward and one 
below Nadir. 

Ankle trouble delayed Jester’s debut 
at 3, and he never regained his best 2- 
year-old form, although he won 2 over- 
night races in New York and finished 
third in the Jerome Handicap. 

Golden Apple, Jester’s dam, won 2 
races at 2 and 3 and has produced 2 
other winners, including the stakes- 
placed Mandil. Thorn Apple, the second 
dam, finished third in the 1939 Matron 
Stakes, and produced the stakes winner 
Scrutinized and the stakes-placed Coma 
and Datura, the latter the dam _ of 
Gurrero.

*Luminary, one of the leading sires of 
2-year-olds in Ireland and England in re- 
cent years, has arrived at the Ocala Stud, 
Ocala, Fla., where he will make the 1960 
season.

Out of Luciebella, by Rodosto, *Lumi- 
nary won 4 of 5 races at 2, including the 
Clearwell Stakes at Newmarket, and 
finished third in the Gimcrack Stakes.

*Mahan Sold 


Benjamin R. Steen, Canadian owner 
and breeder, last week bought *Mahan 
from the Hasty House Farms of Mr. and 
Mrs. Allie E. Reuben. He had purchased a 
half-interest in the horse last winter, and 
*Mahan ran for Steen and Hasty House 
in the $25,000-added Niagara Handicap 
on August 29. 

Steen said he planned to race *Mahan 
for the remainder of the Canadian sea- 
son, then retire the 8-year-old to stud 
“somewhere in Ontario.” 


By *Avenger II—Sans_ Tares, by 
Sind, *Mahan was bred in England by 
the late Ralph Beaver Strassburger. Un- 
raced at 2, he ran in France at 3 and 
4, winning the Prix du Conseil Municipal 
and finishing second in the Grand Prix 
de Saint Cloud and the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal. He was shipped to the U. S. 
in the fall of 1955 for the Washington, 
D. C., International, in which he was 
unplaced, and was sold privately to 
Hasty House a few months later. 

In the U. S. at 5, *Mahan won the 
Meadowland and Arch Ward Memorial 
Handicaps and finished second in the 
Stars and Stripes Handicap, and the 
following season he took the Turf Cup 
and the Washington, D. C., International. 
Last year he was second in the Bougain- 
ville Turf Handicap, Canadian Champion- 
ship, and Turf Cup. His stakes placings 
this year have been in the Hialeah Turf 
Cup, in which he was third to *Tudor 
Era, and the Niagara. in which *Grey 
Monarch beat him a head.

Lincoln Road to Metz 


Isaac Blumberg’s Lincoln Road was to 
arrive in Lexington this week to begin 
his stud career at J. C. Metz’s Mare’s Rest 
Farm. His fee will be $500 for a live foal. 

The 4-year-old colt, by With Pleasure 
out of an unraced half-sister to the good 
race mare Blue Violin, was bred by Til- 
ford L. Wilson and Carl T. Houston, who 
sold him in the 1956 Keeneland fall sales 
to W. G. Clark, agent for Blumberg’s 
Sunny Blue Farm. 

Lincoln Road won 2 of 7 races and 
earned $4,640 as a 2-year-old, but early 
the next year he began to blossom. After 
a third-place finish in the Hutcheson 
Stakes. he ran a close second to Tim Tam 
in 3 $100.000-added races. In the Florida 
Derby he had a commanding lead deep in 
the stretch when, startled by something in 
the infield, he propped and swerved to 
the outside, letting the Calumet Farm colt 
slip past him in the last strides, and in 
the Kentucky Derby, run on a taffy-like 
track, he led nearly all the way before 
falling to Tim Tam’s steady pressure. Tim 
Tam won the Preakness with more author- 
ity, but Lincoln Road had set all the 
pace and was clearly the second-best run- 
ner in the field. 

Trainer Vic Sovinski elected to skip the 
Belmont Stakes with his front-running 
colt, and in the Jersey Stakes of May 24 
Lincoln Road won his only aded-money 
race. 

In Lincoln Road’s last appearance he 
was beaten a nose by Terra Firma in the 
Stars and Stripes Handicap, after which it 
was reported that he had bowed a ten- 
don. As a 3-year-old he had won one race, 
had been second 6 times and third 3 times. 
and had earned $123,735. 


*Manantial 


The Argentinian champion *Manantial. 
which Rex. C. Ellsworth recently bought 
and imported to the U. S., last week was 
bred to test mares at Ellsworth’s ranch 
at Safford, Ariz. If the 4-year-old horse 
passes his fertility tests, Ellsworth said 
he will stand him in California in 1960. 

A son of the leading sire Gulf Stream. 
out of Magda. by Full Sail, *Manantial 
last year won the triple crown races, Polla 
de Potrillos, Gran Premio Jockey Club, 
and Gran Premio Nacional, and also cap- 
tured the country’s leading weight-for-age 
race, the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini.

to the first 5 months of the year, since the colt 
suffered a hairline fracture of a sesamoid in a 
workout at Belmont Park on May 31, 1958. In 
the Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds Noured- 
din was assigned 118 pounds, 10 pounds below Tim 
Tam and even with Hillsdale and Rose Trellis. 


Noureddin came back strong this season, but 
the big races still eluded him. He was second in 
the John R. Macomber Memorial and Stars and 
Stripes Handicaps, third in the Louisville, Lau- 
rance Armour Memorial, and Arlington Handicaps. 
He had been nominated for the $100,000-added 
Washington Park Handicap, but the presence of 
Round Table prompted trainer J. H. (Slim) Pierce 
to ship Noureddin to Atlantic City for the Olympic 
Handicap on the same day. 

Talent Show and Li'l Fella were the highweights 
for the Olympic, but the bettors made Noureddin 
a 2-1 favorite. After running next to last for 5 
furlongs, Noureddin began to advance on the far 
turn, and he caught all but Lil Fella and *Tudor 
Era before the eighth-pole. Li'l Fella tired in the 
last 100 yards, and Noureddin won by slightly more: 
than 2 lengths. 

Foaled May 2, 1956, at Forest Retreat Farm, Car- 
lisle, Ky., Noureddin was bred by Dr. Taylor 
Asbury, a Cincinnati ophthalmologist, son of Dr. 
Eslie Asbury, Forest Retreat owner. The colt was 
sold for $9,500 at the 1956 Keeneland summer sales 
to Dr. Peter Graffagnini, of New Orleans, and 
he has done all his racing for the Crabgrass Stable 
of Dr. Graffagnini, his son Peter, and 2 of his 
son’s friends, Mrs. C. C. Butler and Michael Jen- 
nings. 

Noureddin is the seventh stakes winner sired by 
*Noor, which stands at the L. C. Howard Farm, 
Moorpark, Calif., and the second this year. Castanea 
has a yearling filly by Citation, which the younger 
Dr. Asbury plans to race next year in partnership, 
and a suckling filly by Hasty Road.

Horses bred by Ellwood B. Johnston enjoyed 
great success at Del Mar during the 17 days from 
August 19 to September 5, but it was not until 
the latter date that Johnston reaped any consider- 
able financial reward. On August 19 the 3-year-old 
filly Pie Queen, which he lost in a claiming race 
for $6,500, won the Del Mar Oaks: on September 
2 Bright Tiny, claimed for $15,000, won the Gradu- 
ation Stakes. Finally, on September 5, a Johnston- 
bred won for Mrs. Johnston, Darling June taking 
the Del Mar Debutante Stakes. 


Letusdream and Fair Maggie were the early 
leaders in the Debutante, with Darling June third. 
Letusdream quit at the top of the stretch, and Fair 
Maggie opened a 1%-length lead at the eighth- 
pole. She was unable to maintain her pace, how- 
ever, and in the last sixteenth Daling June drew 
away to score easily. 

The time of 1:09% was a new race record and 
was only two-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record. 

Darling June was unplaced in her first start at 
Santa Anita Park on January 30, then won at the 
same track one week later. In her first start at 
Hollywood Park she was a distant ninth in the 
Nursery Stakes, and Johnston dropped her into 
a $10,000 claiming race on May 27.

In 
3 more races at Hollywood Park she placed twice 
and was fifth in the Hollywood Lassie, and in 2 
efforts at Del Mar she had been second in the 
Junior Miss Stakes and had won a 6-furlong race 
in 1:10%. 

Free America, also the sire of Bright Tiny, was 
sold last year by Johnston to a syndicate of Mex- 
ican breeders.

Endine, thanks largely to her success in the 
1958 and 1959 renewals of the $110,000-added Dela- 
ware Handicap, was among the leading money- 
winning mares in training, but she seemed over her 
head against males in the Nassau County Handicap. 
Running in top-class competition, she had been 
second to Big Effort in the Top Flight Handicap 
and to Village Idiot in the Stymie Handicap, but 
seldom had she put 2 good races back to back. On 
August 10, in her last start before the Nassau 
County, she had been fifth to Tempted in a one- 
mile overnight handicap. 

For the Nassau County, the bettors chose Village 
Idiot by a narrow margin over Tom Thumb, which 
had been first or second in 11 of his 12 races this 
year. Endine was least preferred in the 6-horse 
field.

Plion fired and fell back at the top of the stretch, 
and in the last furlong Endine, which Eldon Nelson 
had rated about 4 lengths off the lead until the 
stretch turn, came on to win by a half-length.

Patty’s Song nursed a 
modest lead nearly all the way, but Blue Crooner 
pulled ahead in the last sixteenth to win by a 
length. 


Blue Crooner’s dam spent most of her career 
running at minor tracks of the Southwest, and in 
her last race, in May, 1952, she ran for a claiming 
price of $1,000.

Under top weight again, giving from 7 to 12 pounds to the other 9 starters, Vertex went to the front at the 
quarter, and ran away at the finish as shown above. Although he was not pushed, he covered the 1,’ miles in 1:43% 
—% off the track record ... Vertex won 9 of his last 10 starts, won 17 races, won money in 23 of 25 starts, won 
$453,424. He won from 6 furlongs to 1% miles. At one mile or more he was beaten only twice and then he was 
second with good excuses (throwing a shoe in one, but battling on to be second ... in the other he was making 
his first attempt on grass).

His best performer on the flat dur- 
ing this period was Slam Bang, winner of the 
1948 Sanford Stakes. 


Kline, elected to The Jockey Club in 1949, 
expanded the broodmare band at his Willow Lake 
Farm, Ambler, Pa., and in recent years he has had 
numerous runners on the flat as well as over the 
jumps. His first good one was the sprinter Kaster, 
and in 1958 he had the Wilmington Handicap 
winner Beau Pilot. 


This year promises to be Kline’s best. The 
Fiench-bred *Mystic If won the Westchester Stakes 
at Jamaica shortly after the New York season 
opened, and on August 29 he won the Fall High- 
weight Handicap, at odds of 25-1. Two days later 
Conestoga, at 16-1, took the Seashore Stakes. 

Golden Spy led for 5 furlongs in the Seashore, 
but Conestoga moved up from second place and 
gained a narrow decision after a stride-for-stride 
match over the last 200 yards. 


Foaled May 13, 1957, at Ocala Stud Farms, Inc., 
Ocala, Fla., Conestoga was sold to Kline for 
$14,100 at the annual Florida Breeders’ sale at 
Hialeah Park, on January 26, 1959. Before the 
Seashore, his first stakes attempt, the colt had 
won twice. 

Conestoga is the third stakes winner this year 
for the young stallion Rough’n Tumble, which 
stands at Ocala Stud.

Some Classic led all the way in the Enquirer 
Handicap, second stakes of the first Latonia meet- 
ing. Three lengths in front leaving the back- 
stretch, he increased his margin to 6 lengths early 
in the stretch, and won easily. A well played 
third choice in the field of 5, he paid $7.20. 

Bred by John and Joseph Pons at their Country 
Life Farm in Maryland, Some Classic raced at 2 
for G. M. Cohen and Stanley Sagner, finishing 
second in the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes and third 
in the Maryland Futurity. In his second start at 3 
he was claimed at Hialeah Park for $10,000 by 
J. F. Beck, who raced the colt for 3 months 
before losing him to Vernon D. Fein for $7,500 
on May 28, 1957. 


Some Classic raced for Fein for more than a 
year, and his victories for the Illinois breeder 
included a division of the Illinois Derby. Fein 
sold him to W. H. Bishop late in the summer of 
1958, and on October 22, 1958, T. D. Buhl claimed 
the horse for $10,000. About 6 months later, on 
May 15, 1959, R. F. McMahan Sr. acquired him 
for $8,500 in a claiming race at Churchill Downs. 

The Rhymer, which died last year, has had 10 
other stakes winners, including Vertex.

York, Deauville, Baden 


Paris. Racing at York. in northern 
England. was dominated by 5 good 2-year- 
old races, 2 races for classic horses, a 
well known sprint. and interesting handi- 
caps. 

The race for classic fillies was the 
Yorkshire Oaks. run August 18 at 114 
miles. The Aly Khan’s Petite Etoile (Pe- 
tition—*Star of Iran, by Bois Roussel) 
won by three-quarters of a length from 
Mirnaya (Nearco—*Solar System. by Hy- 
perion). Part of a tooth was broken off 
by her bit during the race. and the trainer 
pulled the other part out in the unsaddling 
enclosure. Petite Etoile became the lead- 
ing money-winning filly in the history of 
English racing. The previous record was 
held by Meld. winner of the 1955 St. 
Leger. Petite Etoile’s earnings are now 
£46,235. 

Three-year-old colts met in the Great 
Voltigeur Sweepstakes on August 19. The 
Queen’s Pindari (Pinza—Sun Chariot. by 
Hyperion) won by 11% lengths from the 
Aly Khan’s Sheshoon  (Precipitation— 
Noorani, by Nearco). Winner of the King 
Edward VII Stakes at Ascot, Pindari was 
unable to handle older horses in the King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes. 

The 5-furlong Nunthorpe Stakes, run 
August 18, gave Right Boy (Impeccable— 
Happy Ogan. by Ballyogan), his fourth 
straight victory and his second victory in 
the Nunthorpe. He was recently acquired 
as a stud prospect by H. D. Wills. 

The richest handicap in Europe, the 
124-mile Ebor Handicap (worth £10,093 to 
the winner) fell to Stanhope Joel’s Pri- 
mera (*My Babu—Pirette, by Deiri). 
Trimera this year had won 3 of his 4 
starts. including the Ormonde, Bentinck, 
and Princess of Wales’s Stakes. After the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe he probably 
will be sent to the United States for stud 
duties. 

In the Rose of York Handicap, run 
August 18, the Irish Two Thousand Gui- 
neas winner El] Toro was favored, but fin- 
ished fourth to King’s Coup (*Kingsway 
II—Fair Coup. by Coup de Lyon). 

The Gimerack Stakes, run August 20, 
was worth £5,904 to the winner. The 
favored Paddy’s Sister (a half-sister to 
Paddy’s Point, second to Hard Ridden 
in the 1958 Epsom Derby) led all the way. 
By Ballyogan—Birthday Wood, by Bois 
Roussel, she is owned by Margaret Mul- 
lion, who became the second woman owner 
ever to win the race. She will address 
“Ye Anciente Fraternite of York Gim- 
cracks” at the annual dinner in December. 
Paddy’s Sister previously had won the 
- Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot from Queens- 
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berry, winner of the Lowther Sweepstakes 
at York on August 19 from 9 others. 

The unbeaten *Tudor Minstrel colt 
Sing Sing won the Prince of Wales’s 
Stakes on August 19 with ease for his 
fourth victory in a row. His previous 
wins were in the Pampisford. Scarbor- 
ough, and National Breeders’ Produce 
Stakes. 

Other important 2-year-old races were 
the Acomb Stakes, won by Beau Ideal 
(Beau Sabreur—Cambalee, by Cambyses) . 
and Convivial Stakes. won by the favored 
Monet (The Whistler—Gold Proof, by 
*Court Martial). 


Results at Deauville 


The last 2 weeks of the meeting at 
Deauville included several important 
races. among which the leading test of 
distance runners was the 17<.-mile Prix 
Kergorlay. The Ascot Gold Cup winner 
Wallaby (Fast Fox—Wagging Tail. by 
Tourbillon). attempting to give weight 
to his 7 rivals. put in a good effort. but 
could finish only third, beaten a neck 
and 21'% lengths by the 3-year-old Vieux 
Chateau (Chamant—Nive Blue. by Blue 
Moon) and the 8-year-old Novara (Ten- 
erani—Otero. by Fastnet). Wallaby gave 
the winner 24 pounds. 

The 6-furlong Prix Morny. second leg 
of the 2-year-old triple crown in France. 
wes delayed by 2 false starts which did 
nothing to quiet the nerves of the favorite. 
the Prix Robert Papin winner Sly Pola 
(Spy Song—Ampola, by Pavot). Mrs. 
Widener’s filly finished only fifth. Winner 
by 21% lengths was Pharamond (Sicam- 
bre—Rain. by Fair Trial), which had 
been unplaced in 2 previous starts at 
Deauville. Second was the fitly Bar- 
baresque (Ocarina—Barbara, by Fair 
Trial), winner of the Prix du Bois at 
Longchamp and second in the Prix 
Robert Papin. Third was a filly which 
had run in claiming races. Cantavale 
(Cantaber—Valerie, by Nosca). The pre- 
viously unbeaten English filly Panga 
(*My Babu—Pyrethrum, by Big Game) 
was unplaced after showing early speed. 

Eight 3-year-old colts met in the 1%- 
mile Prix de la Cote Normande. Mrs. 
Eric Loder’s Fatralo (Babu’s Pet—Bella 
VI. by Bois Roussel) led all the way and 
at the end was 214 lengths ahead of 
Ballon Rouge (Majano—Butte Chaumont. 
by Nosea). The Prix Kergorlay winner 
Vieux Chateaux was fifth. 

Reserved to classic fillies was the 114- 
mile Prix du Casino. in which the Prix 
de Diane winner Barquette (Worden— 
Barquerolle. by Turmoil) put in a good 
effort. but failed to overtake Baron Guy 
de Rothschild’s Favreale (Borealis—La 
Favourita. by The Phoenix), which had 
been second in the Poule d’Essai des 


Pouliches and unplaced in the Prix de 
Diane. Favreale, after waiting in second 
position to the last turn, won by 2 
lengths. Third was Mi Carina (Ocarina 
—Folie Douce. by Caldarium). Paraguana. 
the One Thousand Guineas third, was 
never among the leaders. 


The rich Grand Prix de Deauville. at 
134 miles. resembles a handicap because 
of its penalties in weights, and it at- 
tracted 15 starters. Two good 3-year-olds. 
the American-bred Samoan Sun (Poly- 
nesian—Flash On. by *Ambrose Light) 
and the favored Le Loup Garou (Prince 
Bio—Roxelane. by Foxhunter), made _ it 
a close race until the last hundred yards. 
where they were outfinished by older 
horses. The 6-year-old Fils de Roi 
(*Nordlicht—Jolie Burne. by Monarch) 
won by half a length from Novara, the 
Prix Kergorlay second. which had a mar- 
gin of 114 lengths over Cherasco. Samoan 
Sun and Le Loup Garou were fourth and 


fifth. 
In Belgium 


The best 3-year-old fillies in Belgium 
confirmed their reputation at the Ostende 
meeting of July and August. The Belgian 
Oaks winner Domitillia (Centuple—Dam- 
ruddin. by Badruddin) easily defeated 
males of various ages in the 1°%g-mile Prix 
Baron Vaxelaire. Sabre Jet (Sicambre— 
Jet High. by Hyperion). which had beat- 
en the best colts in the Grand Prix de 
Bruxelles. defeated older horses in the 
Prix Prosper Decloedt triumphed 
again over 3-year-olds in the Prix Albert 
Van Loo (formerly Grand Prix des Trois 
Ans). in which Domitillia got only third 
place. 

Both these races were at 1°¢ miles, as 
was the Grand Handicap d’Ostende et du 
Casino-Kursaal. in which Sabre  Jet’s 
weight brought about her defeat. She 
finished third, a length and a half be- 
hind the leaders. Winner by a short head 
was the German 4-year-old Tanzhusar 
(Val Drake—Taku. by Ferro). which had 
been second to Sabre Jet in the Prix 
Baron Vaxelaire. He carried only 2 
pounds more than the younger filly.

Grayson Foundation Research 


At the annual meeting of the Grayson 
Foundation at Saratoga in August reports 
were presented reviewing research pro- 
grams sponsored by the foundation at 
the University of Kentucky. Reports on 
equine viruses and equine parasites are 
given below. 


Equine Viruses 


In order to bring into focus the work 
on equine viruses at the University of 
Kentucky under Dr. E. R. Doll and asso- 
ciates for the past year, a brief review 
of the highlights of the past work will be 
presented. 


In 1932 and 1933 Drs. Dimock and 
Edwards, in Kentucky, called attention to 
outbreaks of abortion among mares in 
which no bacteria could be cultivated 
from the fetuses. It was concluded that 
they were dealing with an infectious dis- 
ease that was caused by a filterable agent, 
probably a virus. 


In 1947, Grayson Foundation placed a 
grant with the University of Kentucky 
for research in virus abortion. At about 
the same time grants were also made at 
the University of Maryland for influenza 
studies and Vanderbilt University for 
tissue culture studies of equine viruses. 
From these grants, we added considerably 
to our limited knowledge of these diseases. 


Meanwhile, in Hungary in 1941, workers 
proposed that virus abortion was a second- 
ary effect of equine influenza infection 
of pregnant mares. By 1949 they had 
proved this observation by research. 

Workers under the Garyson grants were 
developing laboratory techniques, such as 
complement fixation and serum neutral- 
ization tests which proved to be important 
aids in the study of this disease and had 
some value in diagnosis. 

Two most important techniques were 
developed by 1953. By direct inoculation 
of the virus into the fetuses of pregnant 
mares, it was possible to produce 100 per 
cent abortions. The second was propaga- 
tion of the abortion virus in suckling 
Syrian hamsters. Both of these resulted 
in a less expensive source of virus strains, 
enabled workers to detect the virus in 
laboratory animals. isolate new strains 
and, of major importance, it provided 
conclusive evidence that the abortion virus 
and the two strains of influenza virus 
being studied in Maryland were identical. 

In 1956. the study of an abortion out- 
break in Ohio resulted in the isolation of 
another cause of abortion, equine arteritis 
virus. Symptoms of abortion, respiratory 
complications and fever were essentially 
the same as from the old virus abortion, 
now named rhinopneumonitis. However. 
arteritis is clinically different when ac-

companied by pinkeye or swelling of the 
legs. 

In 1958, an A-type influenza virus re- 
covered from horses was received in the 
laboratory from Czechoslovakia. This virus 
produces a disease clinically similar to 
that resulting from infection by rhinopneu- 
monitis virus and to mild forms of arter- 
itis. The A-type influenza virus is a mem- 
ber of the group of viruses causing in- 
fluenza of man and swine. Serum tests 
have provided presumptive evidence that 
the A-type virus is present in horses in 
this country. ; 

At the present time, 3 separate and dis- 
tinct viruses in the equine respiratory com- 
plex have been isolated and identified, all 
causing symptoms formerly described as 
influenza. Two of them, the arteritis and 
rhinopneumonitis viruses, cause abortion 
in mares. These 2 viruses are not like 
the influenza viruses as found in man and 
swine. There are undoubtedly more, as 
yet, unknown. 


A vaccine to prevent abortion and cen- 
tral respiratory disease has always been 
the purpose of this research program. In 
1941, a vaccine was prepared from tissue 
of an aborted fetus and used on mares 
following an outbreak. Conclusive benefit 
was not apparent. A great deal of work 
went into efforts for developing an effec- 
tive killed vaccine from equine, and later 
from hamster tissue. A killed vaccine, if 
effective, is safer, as it wi not infect the 
animal. By 1955, Dr. Doll became con- 
vinced that this vaccine was not effective 
and the decision was made to investigate 
a live virus vaccine grown in hamsters. 

It had been observed that horses be- 
came immune for variable periods follow- 
ing infection by the rhinopneumonitis 
virus. The problem was to find a suitable 
strain of virus and to determine procedure 
for using it safely and effectively. In 1952 
and 1953, 2 groups of maiden mares were 
bred, subjected to live virus inoculation 
early in pregancy and subjected to a 
challenge inoculation late in pregnancy. 
The results indicated that mares could be 
inoculated with live, unattenuated virus 
early in pregnancy with small risk of 
abortion. Numerous experiments were 
conducted from 1954 through 1957 on the 
immunizing effect and safety of live virus

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propagated in hamsters. The experience 
indicated desirability of using a vaccine 
strain that was only slightly modified for 
control of respiratory infection, but one 
that was sufficiently tamed that there 
would be little risk of causing abortion. A 
series of safety tests during 1956 and 1957 
indicated that a desirable balance had 
been achieved. 


Experimental field testing was initiated 
in June and July of 1958 to obtain inform- 
ation on performance of the vaccine under 
practical conditions. In this period, 1,200 
mares, 700 sucklings and 300 yearlings 
received the vaccine, which was sprayed 
into the nose. Approximately 1,900 horses, 
840 of which were pregnant mares, re- 
ceived a second vaccination in October and 
November. Use of the vaccine was not at- 
tended by immediate undesirable reac- 
tions. 

All persons using the vaccine were ad- 
vised that there was a possibility of the 
vaccine causing abortion, particularly the 
first time that it was used. This possibility 
becomes less with succeeding vaccinations. 
There were 3 abortions that occurred with- 
in a time after vaccination and under 
circumstances that would indicate that 
the vaccine virus could have been re- 
sponsible for infection of the fetus. One 
farm had 7 abortions, but the time after 
vaccination and all other circumstances 
associated with this incident indicated that 
another “wild” virus was responsible for 
the abortions. Including all abortions from 
vaccinated mares, the loss was 1.19 per 
cent. The loss was 0.35 per cent when 
calculated for abortions appearing to re- 
sult from the vaccine virus. 

On farms using this vaccine, one had 
7, one 2 and one a single abortion. Total: 
3 farms with 10 abortions. On farms not 
vaccinating, one had 9, one 3, 2 with 2 
each, and 9 with one abortion. Total: 13 
farms with 25 abortions. 

During the year, an agreement was 
worked out with the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture for allowing interstate move- 
ment of the live virus vaccine. A tentative 
understanding with a commercial biologics 
manufacturer was reached for them to 
produce and market the vaccine. 

The work planned for the next year is 
to continue experimental and laboratory 
tests on the abortion virus, repeat the field 
tests with the live virus nasal spray. de- 
velop means of growing the arteritis virus, 
further study of the A-type influenza virus 
and develop a tissue culture system for 
isolating other viruses from horses. 

We now have a significant number of 
horses, that have received the live virus 
vaccine, and plan to add more this year. 
As these increase in number, the incidence 
of abortion in the mares and incidence and 
severity of respiratory complications in 
the younger horses as they go to the race- 
tracks will furnish us with a_ practical 
evaluation of his method of vaccination. As

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Equine Parasites 


Last year the Grayson Foundation ex- 
panded the equine research work at the 
University of Kentucky to include studies 
of parasites by Dr. J. H. Drudge and his 
associates. This change was made at small 
additional cost and utilized many of the 
experimental animals used at various 
stages in the virus work. 


This equine parasite program had three 
main areas of concern: control of strong- 
yles, particularly the two large strongyles, 
Strongylus vulgaris, which cause an- 
eurysms, and Strongylus edentatus, which 
suck blood, cause anemia and damages the 
lining of the digestive tract and the tissues 
around the kidneys; the most effective 
treatments for other parasites such as 
ascarids, bots. pinworms and tapeworms 
which affect the growth and well-being 
of the animal; and thirdly a survey to 
be on the alert for new types of parasitic 
conditions. Much of the work at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky is intermediary in na- 
ture and principally involves testing of 
drugs that have been shown to be active 
against similar types of parasites in other 
animals. 

There are two principal tests, each 
having two separate parts, for evaluating 
a drug’s anti-parasitic action. The critical 
test consists of (1) putting a horse on a 
course of treatment, (2) collection of all 
feces and an appropriate examination for 
the recovery of all parasites removed by 
the drug. and (3) post mortem examina- 
tion of the entire digestive tract to find 
the parasites left. The result is a percent- 
age figure on the effectiveness of the treat- 
ment. The second part of this testing is for 
toxicity and can usually be run concur- 
rently. By dosing the test animals with 
varying amounts of drug, studies are made 
on the effect on the horse, such as path- 
ological changes observable on post mor- 
tem examination, blood sampling for 
changes in cellular components and gen- 
eral observations on the subject. 

Periodic counts on feces for worm eggs 
(Eggs Per Gram) is a simple survey test 
for horses under treatment or control. 
This can be done on a controlled experi- 
ment or in field tests on co-operating 
farms. The larval tests form a second type 
of fecal examination wherein the worm 
eggs are hatched out in a culture medium 
of feces to study the larvae. This is a 
differential test to increase knowledge 
of drug action on the various kinds of 
parasites, particularly the  strongyles, 
whose eggs cannot be differentiated. 

To give some idea of the time required 
for this work, a complete critical test on 
one animal requires approximately one 
month for one assistant. An EPG or 
larval test calls for a half hour each. 
During the past year, 140 horses were on 


test, 23 critical tests were completed, and 
2,276 egg per gram counts and 594 larval 
tests were made. 


Most of last year’s testing involved the 
piperazines, carbon disulfide and pheno- 
thiazine in various forms, dosages and 
combinations. Parvex (a complex of 
piperazine-carbon disulfide) proved su- 
perior to carbon disulfide for ascarid con- 
trol in sucklings. In weanlings and year- 
lings, both compounds are nearly 100 per 
cent effective against ascarids, with the 
piperazine adding an advantage’ in 
strongyle control. Present findings con- 
firmed previous observations indicating a 
two-month interval between piperazine 
treatments will provide effective ascarid 
control. 


Piperazine is particularly effective for 
control of small strongyles, but is only 
partially effective for Strongylus vulgaris 
and is deficient against Strongylus edent- 
atus. 

Field tests demonstrated the effective- 
ness of the low level system of phenothia- 
zine treatment for strongyle control on a 
farm where it has been in use for 12 
years. It should be pointed out that these 
tests showed only the efficiency of this 
treatment without any other considerations 
of the use of this type of therapy. 

Several new compounds were tested. 
Three were found wanting and work has 
been discontinued: Hygromycin B had lim- 
ited effectiveness and was not palatable; 
the proteolytic enzyme Papain was not 
effective; and the organic phosphate Tro- 
lene was not effective against bots. 

Several new compounds and combina- 
tions of accepted drugs were tested, but 
no conclusions have been reached and fur- 
ther work is contemplated. 

Single large doses of Parvex compared 
favorably with phenothiazine for removal 
of small strongyles and S. vulgaris, but 
not S. edentatus. Combination treatment 
with full doses of phenothiazine and 
piperazine increases the action against 
all strongyles with the possible exception 
of S. edentatus. Further studies with this 
combination are planned as a compromise 
solution to the large strongyle problem. A 
new drug, Dizan, shows promise in stron- 
gyle control. Further studies are needed 
to evaluate the effectiveness of the pro- 
prietary preparation “Equinetic Vermi- 
fuge” which is claimed to have a broad 
effectiveness against all equine parasites. 
An organic phosphate, Dimethoate, shows 
promise of application in bot control after 
work establishes an adequate margin of 
safety. 

Some basic experimentation was made 
with the parasite Trichostrongylus axei, 
one of the smallest in the horse. These are 
found in the stomach and produce a 
chronic gastritis. They are found in many 
domestic animals and man and in heavy 
infections have the potential to cause se- 
vere pathological changes in the stomach 
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and thereby inhibit the normal growth and 
well-being of the host. These studies con- 
sisted of experimentally producing infec- 
tions in three horses and a detailed exam- 
ination of 2 natural infections. Further 
work is planned in this field to increase 
our overall knowledge of parasitism in the 
horse. 

The science of parasite therapy is one 
of compromise. A drug is required to 
eliminate a harmful parasite. Most drugs 
can be assumed to be harmful to the host, 
calling for tests to determine levels and 
timing of dosage to be effective but rel- 
atively non-toxic. Then it is necessary to 
be on guard that strains resistant to the 
drug do not develop. This calls for con- 
stant testing, checking on parasite pro- 
grams in use and developing new ones. It 
also points out the danger of instituting 
worming programs without adequate tests, 
and emphasizes the desirability of having 
several drugs that can be used _inter- 
changeably. . 


Dr. Churchill Honored 
Dr. Edwin A. Churchill, Centreville, 


Md.. veterinarian, received the Practi- 
tioner’s Research Award of the American 
Veterinary Medical Association at the 
AVMA’s recent convention in Kansas 
City. Dr. Churchill, who specializes in 
equine practice and is a former president 
of the American Association of Equine 
Practitioners. received the award for his 
development of a method for the surgical 
removal of bone fragments in cases of 
sesamoid fractures.
